Memory dialing makes it easy to dial phone numbers that you call frequently. You can 
save 10 phone numbers in your phone's memory. Each phone number can have up 
to 24 numbers. 

1. Turn the phone off. 

2. Press*. 

3. Press any number (0 through 9) to store the phone number in that memory 
location. 

4. Press*. 

5. Enter the person's name (up to 15 characters). Use the letters on the 
keypad to spell the name. For example, to enter the letter "E", press (E) 
two times. 

• To enter the same letter twice in a row (for example, the 2 "d's" at the end of the 
name Todd), enter the first letter, wait 2 seconds, then enter the letter again. 

• To erase a letter, press Redial. 

• To enter a space, press CD . 

• Most keys have a punctuation mark as the fourth press. 

6. Press*. 



7. Enter the phone number you want to save, or press Redial to save the last 
number you dialed. 

Tip: To insert a pause in the number (for example, if you have to dial 9 to get 
an outside line), press Pause two times (a "P" appears). 

8. Press*. 

Dialing a Number from Memory 

1 . With the phone ON, press *. 

2. Press the memory location (0 through 9) of the number you want to call. 
If you don't remember the memory location: 

1 . With the phone OFF, press *. 

2. Use 0 to go to the number you want to call. 

3. Press Talk. 

You can use memory dialing to simplify calling card calls and other calls that require 
multiple strings of numbers. For example, if you saved your calling card number in 
memory location 1 , your calling card password in location 2, and the phone number 
you want to call in location 3, you would press the following keys to call the number 
in location 3: * CD * <E> * <E> 



Deleting Numbers Saved in Memory

2. Use 9 to go to the number you want to delete. 

3. Press Redial. 

4. Delete Entry? is displayed. Press Redial to delete the number. If you 
decide you do not want to delete the number after all, press x. 

Using Caller ID 

When you receive a call, your phone displays one of these messages:

• REPT: You received a call that you have received on caller ID before. 

To scroll through the list of your caller ID calls, use 0.

2. To change from 7-digit dialing to 1 0-digit dialing or 1 1 -digit long distance 
format, press Format until the desired format is displayed (7, 10, or 1 1).
